TKOrlll.K IN INDIA. 

Bitter oiipositioii in continued 
aguin.st. ilie niHUHtirt" providing that na- 
tive tribunals in India may try liu 
ropean ofl'enihnu. Bright addressed a 
largo meeting iluiing llie week in fiivor 
of the moasure, and wan followed by a 
Hindoo lawyer, who spoke with such 
eloquence and in such perfect and mu- 
sical English 11s to amaze and delight 
all his hearers. There is a cloud gath 
erint; in India, and uneasy rumors de- 
note a growing dissatisfaction and un- 
rest with the attitude of the resident 
English toward llipon, because of their 
arrogant hostility against social ad- 
vancement of refined and highly edu- 
cated Indians. The late arbitrary and 
tyrannous imprisonment of a native 
editor for a harmless anil unintentional 
llb«l, an. I the alirilpl and tinexplain ed 
refusal of redress by a higher tribunal 
at liome, all tend to produce a danger 
ous feeling. The Indian pension list 
alone aiiitiunts to over §30,000,000 
yearly, ami the drain of taxation is al- 
ready so burdensome as to be of itself 
almost unedurable. A population, on 
the other hand, intelligent, educated 
in English principles, and growing 
enormously, is beginning to think for 
itself on English principles, to become 
conscious of its power, ami to recog- 
nize the gross imposition it endures. 

A ROYAL SPENDTHRIFT. 

The unblushing insolvency of the 
duke of Teck ami the condition of roy 
al mendicants generally continue to be 
freely discussed. The duke of Edin- 
burgh went to Moscow to see his 
brother-in-law's coronation, and on 
Thursday the bouse wns asked to vote 
-£2000 for the expenses of that trip. 
Lubouehere made a spirited attack on 
the measure, calling attention to the 
fact that. £1000 bad already been paid 
for the English embassador's expenses 
on the Home occasion, and saying that 
his royal highness ought to defray his 
own expenses when he wanted tu visit 
his relations. The grant was, howov- 
er, voted by a large majority, though it 
would have been the other way if the 
members had voted according to the 
convictions they express outside the 
house. There is a rapidly growing re- 
sentment regarding these highway as- 
saults upon the public treasury by 
members of the royal family. The 
duke of Edinburgh's parsimony and 
domestic meanness have become no- 
torious. No one belie-, i-s that his ex- 
cursion to Moscow cost him tin' .£2000 
which he has just received. 

HAVKD BY THE I' It INCH OK WALKS. 

At the recent regatta at ( 'owes Lord 
Suffield'a steam yacht Bulldog, while 
getting under way, tried to cross the 
bows of the Martiuh) of Ormonde's 
Hteam yacht Morga, which was lying 
at anchor next to the royal yacht. 
Osborne. The surf tide swept the 
Bulldog right under the high ami pro 
jecting bows of the .Morga, carrying 
away the Bulldog's gunwale and both 
her masts. The escape of Lady Suf 
field and other ladles who were on 
the deck at the moment of the collision 
was something marvellous. The 
Prince and Princess of Wales, their 
children and the Prince of Bat ten burg 
saw the accident from the cabin of the 
Osborne. The Prince of Wales, with 
out losing a moment, jumped into his 
steam launch, seized the tiller himself 
and steered alongside the Bulldog, 
which was half under water and in a 
helpless condition. A hawser was soon 
attached to the prince's launch and the 
unlucky Bulldog was lowed into a 
pkee of safety. 

I'KOPOHKl) DEBT RKDUOTION. 

A curious Btruggle \n proceeding over 
the national debt reduction bill, with 
which the chief radical members of the 
opposition who favor a reduction of tax- 
ation and a reduction of the debt have 
been mollified. The real cause of the 
tory opposition arises from a desire to 
prevent the present appropriation for an- 
nuities falling due in 1855. Thu toriea 
are not without hope of manipulating 
these annuities when they themselves 
muy be in ollice. As Childers' project 
embraces a reduction of i'l 70,000,000 dur- 
ing the next twenty years, without an in- 
crease of taxation, it ia strongly supported 
among the commercial classes and econo- 
mists, who are fearful lest English com- 
merce may bo crippled when labor cheap- 
ens ill America. This proposition and 
thu rapid abolition ef the United States 
debt causes growing anxiety among 
thoughtful Englishmen.

The Australian authorities have refused 
to allow Kavanaugh and the other inform- 
ers to land at Sydney, beoauso they would 
have immediately have had t" undertake 
to guard them against assassination. The 
home ottico has telegraphed to transfer

It is said to be the under- 
stood intention to put them on one of the 
Samoa n or Friendlay islands, where they 
cannot die of starvation .and whore'tbeve 
are no Irishmen to slay them.

The sanction of our legislature, and of 
the parliament of the Dominion, to such 
portions of (he arrangement as require 
legislative action, remain* to bo obtained; 
but wo believe th'tt we are not permature 
in saying that there is every reason to an- 
ticipate that the assent of both legisla- 
tures will be given. 

The Island railway question, the early 
opening for sale and settlement of the 
land in the railway belt on the Mainland, 
us well as on the Island, the completion 
and working of the graving dock, and all 
other questions between the two govern- 
ments, have been adjusted in a spirit of 
fairrteas to all interests which will com- 
mend tho settlement to the favorable 
consideration of our people. 

The particular details and stipulations 
affecting each of the subjects which have 
heon under consideration, must naturally 
and properly be reserved for submission 
to tho legislature of the province, which 
will, wo understand, be called together 
somewhat earlier than usual for the pur- 
pose. 

Regarding the Island railway, in which 
nur readers in Victoria are especially in- 
terested, we arc happy to say that a pro- 
visional contract for commencement forth- 
■ with' and completion within four years, and 
its continuous operation thereafter, has 
been entered into with Mr. Dunsmuir and 
...his associates, who have deposited thy 
. necessary security . The contract on be- 
ing executed by the associates of Mr. 
Dunsmuir will, by mutual arrangement, 
bo deposited with Mr. Trutch to await 
tho necessary legislative sanction, 
f - Tho graving dock will, wo arc informed, 
.be formally taken over by Mr. Trutch on 
behalf of the Dominion at an early day, 

HISTORY OF JOURNALISM !X 
VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

Our article in Sunday's paper 
under the above heading lias excited 
the ire of the editor of the 
Standard — Mr. DeCosinos. In Sunday's 
' article we studiously avoided all reference 
to the journalistic career of that honuntblr 
person; but when he states (as he does 
yesterday) that he started The Vul0ni.1t 
for "amusement" ho is guilty of an un- 
truth. He started it to "put money in 
his purse," and sought by his abuse of 
Sir James Douglas and the Hudson Bay 
'.. Uo. to secure patronage that he cculd not 
.. secure by fair business competition. We 
have before us as we write a copy of 
The Uolo11i.1t of December, ISorf. It i.s a 
tissue of coarse invective and black- 
guardism from top to bottom. It reeks in 
the most cowardly and disgraceful allu- 
sions to Sir James Douglas and his family, 
and to the Hudson Bay Co. In ono issue he 
said of Sir James Douglas — whose memory 
will be revered while that, of his misera- 
ble assailant will lie execrated by all true 
men — that his ' epitaph will be a hang 
man's noose ! ! ! " That was the sort of 
writing which furnished "amusement" to 
Amor DeCosinos in 1858, was it ( 
Perhaps it was for "amusement" 
that he haunted poor George Hunt- 
er Oary into a madhouse In 
spite of all that he may write to the con- 
trary the historical incidents as given by 
us will be found to be, in all essential 
points, strictly accurate. There was one 
incident, however, which we suppressed 
out of consideration for Mr. DeCosinos. 
It was this: In 18011, finding the opposi- 
tion of the Chronicle altogether too much 
for him ho formed a joint-stock company of 
five of his employees under the name of 
Harries & Co. These gentlemen, in their 
simplicity, agreed to pay him £ll),000 a 
monstrous figure — for a wornout plant 
and a decaying business. After struggling 
for three years and a half the firm col 
lapsed owing Mr .DeCosinos — thuir"guide, 
philosopher and friend" — §4,000. Mr. 
DeCosmoH, with frugal mind and his eye 
open for the main chance (as witness his 
bill for expenses (?) at London now puss- 
sing through the judicical sieve) actually 
forelosed the mortgage held against the men 
who had always supported hiin, and sold 
the establishment to Higgins it Dong who 
had always opposed him ! If this 
statement is doubted the official records 
at the registrar-general's olliee will sus- 
tain it. Again, when Mr. Long joined 
Mr. DeCosinos in the publication of tho 
Standard he was the possessor of about 
§11,000. When he left it four years later 
ho was a beggar. Hut his late partner 
flourished "like a green bay tret!,'' waxed 
fat and rolled in wealth. What became 
of Long's §11,000 I As to the statement 
that Mr. DoCosmos sold out of the Stawi- 
ard in 1872 it is as devoid of truth as 
his statement, flaunted day after day in 
his papor, that he is nut the editor of that 
fast-dying concern. And who is Mr. C. 
McK. Smith I Why, Mr. DeCosinos' 
own brother — the same old hack under 
another name — painted, bedizened anil 
dyed in an effort to pass for a thorough- 
bred when ho is naught but a "plug."

Wo can assure you that Mr. McMillan's 
impartial manner of dealing out justice, 
both to Indians and whiten, gives the In- 
dians the greatest satisfaction.

His lordship informed the prisoner 
that ho could challenge any of the jury 
men called if he thought they had a pre- 
judice a/aiust him . 

The prisoner snid as ho had no counsel, 
ho wished to be instructed and asked if 
the jury that sat on Lane's case Would be 
competent to sit on his. 

His lordship said he thought that they 
would be the more highly qualified; ho 
was sorry the prisoner bad such a poor 
opinion of L me. 

Deputy attorney general living ad- 
dressed the jury on the cam- stating that 
the first count of the indict men t was 
stealing a number of articles enumerated 
on the' 18th of March from the houao of 
James Dunn. The second count was for 
receiving stolen goods, lie then briefly 
gave the tails of ilu- case which are simi- 
lar to those which were elicited ill the 
case of Lane. 

James D-.inii, swum, staled he remem- 
bered his house being robbed m March 

and identified a u her of the articles, 

a coal, boots, blankets, etc., produced in 
court. 

One of the jurymen asked if the coal 
was ready made, or made to order. 

His lordship ordered the witness to try 
on the coat and remarked it was a very 
superior looking article, though it was 
not advisable to advertise the mail who 
made it. 

Constable Hough deposed as to tin- 
searching of Carroll's house, and after- 
wards meeting the prisoner. 

The prisoner cross examined the wit- 
ness at some length. 

George Pretorious, sworn, stated he 
saw the prisoner in .March one day, on 
Store street; he said the police were at 
Carroll's house, and for (lud's sake In put 
the other things away, upon which they 
went to the Terminus hotel and stowed 
the things under the building. 

The prisoner impeached the testimony 
of witness and asked him some tpiestious 
as to his career. 

Witness aaid he was arrested in Cali- 
fornia for robbury in PSTIi; the uexl 
charge was an attempt to commit a rape 
for which ho served 1!) months; was not 
ordered to leave Seat I It', never asked In 
bestowed away on the slniunship (Jeo.W, 
Klder. 

His lordship remarked thai In- thought 
lie would have to protect the prisoner and 
the witness from each other. 

Andrew liechtol, sworn, slated he was 
proprietor of the Terminus hotel and that 
prisoner had boarded therein March irre- 
gularly. 

John Parker, sworn, said he was bar- 
keeper at the Terminus and corroborated 
the evidence of last witness. 

Owen Carroll deposed to Kelly's leav- 
ing his house on the -5th of March; I hey 
had a" conversation afterwards in c pining 
down from New Westminster in which 
prisoner admitted the truth, and said that 
it was mean in "Big George" ( Preterms) 
to give it away. 

To prisoner — I and Protoriua were ar- 
rested in San Francisco for robbery, but 
not convicted. I was next arrested for 
intent to commit rape and sentenced to 7 
years, but I was pardoned after three 
years for good behavior. 

Witness to prisoner — You had better 
give the plan for robbing Westminster 
bank that you had concocted. 

The prisoner loudly objected to what 
he termed being abused by the witnesf, 
who spoke falsely. (Laughter.) 

His lordship said the prisoner was no 
doubt an innocent man and should not 
feel such remarks. 

Thoa. (iadsby, sworn — Knew Curtis 
who with himself and Kelly went to 
Burrard Inlet. Ho saw Curtis sell a pair 
of boots there. 

George Martin Slag, sworn, said he 
saw the prisoner in Victoria jail, where 
prisoner remarked that he thought "the 
game was all up," as he was afraid the 
others had turned Queen's evidence 

Supt. Blounilield testified to the cloth- 
ing produced being found under the Ter- 
minus hotel. 

Sergt. Flewin, sworn— Arrested the 
prisoner at Emory on the Canadian Pa- 
cific. 

This was the case for the crown. 

The prisoner called Win. Curtis. 

His lordship cautioned the witness as 
to criminating himself. 

Witness — Prisoner and witness left 
Victoria together; witness examined pri- 
soner's bundle, who afterwards gave him 
a pair of boots he had in place of s uae 
money he owed him. He wore sixes. 

Mr. Maynard being sworn, was re- 
quested by his lordship to examine lho 
prisoner's foot. He did so, but said ho 
had no measure; he should judge that he 
could wear a seven or a seven and a half; 
the boots he wore now were eights. 

The prisoner then addressed the jury 
very fluently, skilfully analysing the evi- 
dence and trying to throw the onus uf the 
business on Lane and Prutorius, and ridi- 
culing the admissions which he was stated 
to have made as being foolish and devoid 
of motive. 

His lordship said the jury were bound 
to give the prisoner the benefit of any rea- 
sonable doubt, but he thought there was 
a chain of circumstantial evidence which 
pointed strongly to the prisoners guilt. 
Then there was also the evidence of Car 
roll and Preterms which was given in a 
straightforward manner, and thai Car- 
roll's testimony was certainly worthy of 
credit . 

The jury then retired and after a while 
returned into court with a verdict of 
guilty against the prisoner. 

ROBBKRY. 

Win. Curtis alias Shorty, the third uf 
the prisoners in these cases, was charged 
with stealing a number of articles of 
clothing already mentioned from the 
house of James Dunn and afterwards re 
ceiving some of them knowing llioui lobe 
stolen. 

The deputy attorney general in address- 
ing the jury said chore were two counts 
in the indictment one for stealing and the 
other morn particularly for receiving a 
pair of boots knowing them t.> be stolen. 
These wore the boots received at Carroll's 
house. 

The witnesses and the evidence was 
mainly the same as in the other cases. 

As this civse progressed it was apparent 
that the evidence did not aupp< rt the in- 
dictment. His lordship intimated this to 
the jury and the prisoner was discharged.

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 18.— The Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette this afternoon, in a leader on the 
postal telegraph subject, states that there 
is good reason to believe that Mr. Mac- 
kay's new step is taken after full consid- 
eration, and with a full determination to 
break up the present monopoly in the 
American telegraph system, and assumes 
to see in it the beginning of a gradual 
breaking up of those close alliances among 
American capitalists which at present 
constitute what it calls tlio must absolute 
and most odious monopolies of the pres- 
ent age. It is pointed out that if the 
enormously rich men of America, instead 
of combining as now to manage monop- 
olies through directors, should uso their 
wealth in individual competing enter- 
prises, the profit in itst be greater, nation- 
al development must be accelerated, the 
price of labor must increase, the antag- 
onism between labor and capital must 
diminish, corruption in policies must dis- 
appear, and the general prosperity of the 
American people ho vastly augmented. 

London, Aug I'd. — Mrs. Langtry looks 
much fagged and faded. She has engag- 
ed passage for America, and will play 
short engagements in Canada and New- 
York and will then go to Australia. She 
hopes for the same success which attend- 
ed her former foreign venture, and says 
the dream of her life is to he able to re- 
turn to England and found a theatre in 
London, which she would call "The 
Langtry."

London, Aug. IS —A mob of .Mill men 
attacked the Jewish quarters in Prague 
on Wednesday night. The rioters were 
dispersed before doing harm. The pre- 
valence of riots has caused much alarm 
among the authorities ol Austria, and po- 
lice and military ollicers have been order 
ed to crush with the utmost energy every 
outbreak, however small. Forty of tin- 
populace and six of the police were 
wounded at A gram on Tuesday. The 
mob subsequently forced the jail and re- 
leased the rioters. 

Madrid, Aug. 19. — Quiet having been 
restored throughout Spain, the various 
bodies uf gendarmes engaged in quelling 
the recent uprising have returned to for ■ 
mer stations. Provincial officials are 
actively inquiring into the causes of the 
rebellion. A document has been found 
on an insurgent who belonged to the 
northern army, which shows that Masonic 
societies have been iullueiicillg the army 
since 1870. 

Madrid, Aug. 18. — Notwithstanding a 
protest from the military authorities, 
prime minister Sagasta has determined to 
restore constitutional guarantees before 
the king starts en his visit to Germany, 
September 5th. From unofficial advices, 
it is certain that some scattering bands 
aro still causing alarm in north Spain.

INVENTORS ANDJNVENT IONS- 

S:mo of the Quoer Happonlnrra In the 
■World of Invontlon. 

Tim number of successful inventors 
is always large, but the numbf-r of un 
succi\ssful ones is very much larger. 
Only the other day 17,000 models of 
rejected inventions were sold for old 
junk. There is always somebody 
working at the unsalable problem of 
perpetual motion or making a living 
machine. It not infrequently happens 
that, after u patent has been refused 
to an inventor, ;\ subsequent applica- 
tion is granted by a different ex 
aaitner. 

It sometimes happens that a patent 
is granted to one man after somebody 
else, has failed to receive a patent for 
the same invention. This is a fruit- 
ful cause of litigation. Indeed, litiga- 
tion about patent rights is so common 
that in the introduction of any valua 
I hi patent the legal expenses of defend 
ing it aro a large part of the capital 
required. Immense sums were .spent 
in defending Morse's patents for tele- 
graphing, and the. various patents for 
sowing machines, India rubber manu- 
factures, and of the inventions which 
have revolutionized industrial processes. 
But, when rights art; once established 
by law, the profits are enormous. It 
was shown in a recent case before the 
United States Court, that for royalties 
alone on the manufacture of barbed 
fence wire more than .?1 ,000,01)0 a 
year were paid. 

Inventors are now chiefly busy with 
electricity, and the patent office is 
deluged with devices for making r.ew 
usish of the modern marvel, or for us 
iug it with new appliances. Many of 
these inventions run in the direct ion 
of motors. The opinion has gained 
some ground lately that storage bat- 
teries of electricity are not. as success- 
ful as was at first expected. It is as- 
serted by some that no storage battery 
ever gives out as much electricity as it 
receives, and that every moment do 
creases the amount yielded. Edison 
savs the best storage battery is a ton 
of coal, which can be used at any time 
to drive a dynamo machine. Others, 
however, still think that the storago 
battery will produce wonderful results. 

Inventors have alway sought to 
utilize the forces of nature for the con- 
servation of power. A good deal of 
time utnl money has been spent on ef 
forts to utilize the force of the rise mid 
fall of the tide. According to some 
plans the water is to be stored in a 
reservoir at high tide, and used to turn 
a waterwheel when the tide falls. 
Another plan is to get the power from 
the rise and fall of a tloat. There used 
to be a tidal mill at Atoria and another 
at Charleston, S.O. The large amount 
of land required to get, the requisite 
area of water surface is considered an 
insuperable objection to tidal mills. 

A good deal of money has been ex- 



pended on solar engines, in the hope of 
getting power out of the sun's rays. 
John Ericcson, the inventor of the 
Monitor and a thousand other things, 
has made some beuatiful solar engines, 
and not- long ago an inventor had a 
model of a solar engine on the top of 
the Cooper Union building, and man- 
aged to get up steam in the boiler Tim 
trouble) is, however, that, the sun does 
not always shine, and the solar engine, 
to be of any practical use, must he ac- 
companied by a strong reservoir of 
power that can bo kept for a rainy 
day. After all, coal is nothing but the 
heat of the sun stored in past 
ages for present use. 

There is no telling of what great 
value the discovery of the simplest 
fact mjy bo. When bromide was dis- 
covered by Ballard in 182-1, nothing of 
importance was expected from it. 
Now it is a valuable factor in photo- 
graphy, and a useful remedy for ner- 
vous atl'ections. 

Capital is never wanted to try even 
the most foolish inventions. Not long 
ago an inventor had an idea that he 
could, by the use of a naked wire, pro- 
duce a return current and avoid elec- 
trical disturbances in cables. He could 
have got the capital to lay a long cable 
under ground to try his experiment, 
lie was with difficulty dissuaded from 
doing this by a practical man, who 
sav.-d him lots of money by wrapping 
several miles of cable about a barrel 
and arranging the naked wire as pro- 
posed by the inventor. The result 
was a complete failure, but the cost of 
the experiment was comparatively 
trilling. This is an illustration of the 
large amount of money that can he 
wasted through ignorance. Men will 
work away ut an idea with no know 
ledge of what has been done or what 
can be done, only to discover ut the 
end what they should have knownn at 
t he beginning. 

A good deal of money has been 
spent in the effort to introduce ice 
machines. There is, however, a strong 
competition to be encountered, since 
ice may always be had for the gather- 
ing, and trans) ortation is cheap. 

Fire escapes are numbered by the 
thousand. Hardly a day passes that 
the Fire Commissioners are not com- 
pelled to test some now plan. A good 
deal of room is taken up in the Patent 
Otlice with the models of these con 
trivances. 

A very good example of the eager- 
ness with which capital can be secured 
to promote the most chimerical ideas 
may be seen in the story of the Keely 
motor. The stockholders have been 
pretty thoroughly bled already, but are 
compelled to bleed still more in the hope 
of saving what they have already ex- 
pended. The varying fate of capital 
invested is seen in the contrasting re 
suits of the two steam heating com- 
panies in New York city, one of which 
lias proved a moiit lamentable failure, 
while the other has had a measure of 
success. It is not so certain that 
money invested underground will al- 
ways return a fair interest. It may be 
I necessary to incur great expense when 
I an underground cable gives out, as the 
I whole route may have to be dug tip to 
I find the break. 

Accidental discoveries have supplied 
I some of the most valuable processes of 
j the industrial arts. It is said that the 
rolling of cold iron was first suggested 
I by the fact that a workman who was 
placing a piece of hot iron in the rolls 
carelessly permitted his tongs- to be 
drawn in. lie noticed that they were 
rolled, and not broken. He called the 
attention of the superintendent to the 
occurrence, and this led to investigation 
and experiment and the discovery that 
cold rolled iron was equal to steel for 
shafting purposes. The process of 
rolling iron cold was not long after- 
ward patented, and millions of dollars 
have been made out of the patent. 

There are many similar instances 
where observing workmen have called 
attention to valuable processes. A 
signal one was in the early period of 
the cotton manufacture, when a good 
deal of trouble was caused by 
the cotton sticking to tlio bobbins. 
All the men in the mill were delayed 
by the necessity of stopping work to 
clean the bobbins. At last one work 
man found a way to obviate the trou- 
ble, lie, and he alone in all the mill, 
had clean bobbins. For a long time he 
kept his secret to himself. He finally 
revealed it on the promise of a pint of 
beer a day for life. His secret was to 
chalk the bobbins. That little scrap- 
ing of chalk on the bobbin, saved mil- 
lions of dollars a year, and the ob- 
serving workman got not only his beer, 
but a competence. 

Each extension of modern enter- 
prise and skill brings with it a train of 
inventions The railway, the tele- 
graph, the steamboat, the development 
of iron, electricity, and petroleum, 
have each produced a long line of in- 
ventors more or less successful, so that 
each of these industries might have a 
creditable exhibition by itself.
